Bonny Adds » Chapter to the Story. 


Th-Tmrs Monrtw morning published* 


hm-eoluinii signed statement from BOLDJ 
rho opruB by regretting that Barttelefs 
•rother forced the disclosure of the piiu- 
nl story. 
Bonny says that Stanley only 


»eard of the poisoning sobpieionB from him 
in the 20th of. October. 'Bonny says that 
Sarttelot and J.MDSKOO. niter qnesiionir.g 
be Arabs belonging to Stanley'* previous 
ilpoditum as to the fata of Pocook and 
>ther.«. exoressed the opinion that Stanley 
a-onld p >i8 n .mybo.ly. He admitted that 
tumors to that effect were onrrent in En- 
rope, but nothing was ever proved against 
SUi.ley. 


Bonuy confirms the report that B-uttelot 


uked him for a tasteless poison with which 
to remove Tippn'a nephew, S«lim, with 
whom be had bad a qnarrel. Bonny then 
bid all the poisons, and Barttelot did nol 
make farther attempt* to poi-<on Sellm. 


Bonny alio confirms the statement that 


B»rtt>lot deliberately bit a soown. For 
this Ba-ttelot would hate been lynched if 
Bonny had not rescued him. Bonny b«s 
not the s igh'est doabt that th« boy Soudi 
died from the effeo's of a kv;k givm him 
by B irttelott. Ha confirms the statement 
thrtt the mission hoy John Henry, who 
at;ted us interpreter, died from the effects 
of 300 laxhes 
He did not diseit, as stated 


bnt wa3 left on the road. 
The boy WHB 


afraid to ooiue back because he had sold 
Bart'e'ot1* revolver to procure food. 


Th-Maj ir recittiired th" boy aid had 


him pnbiioly sent.need to be shot, not in- 
tending to carry out the sentence. 
The 


whole camp threatened to desert if the sen- 
tence WKS carrud oat. 
Barttelut tben ex- 


claim-d: 
"By 
. I will Kive I ira 3U() 


lash-9." 
Henry beunroe imensible nftt-r 


receiving thir.y lashes. The kceue was the 
mo-t ho-nble he (Bonny) ever eaw. Mor- 
tification set in and the fl-sb of th» victim 
fell in piece* to ibe ground 
Hi* body 


•welled to twice its normal s z» atd he died 
iu nvrniy four Imiirs. 


Buni'V tells of the unprovoked stabbing 


of Cbiel Ui>K«"eab-y Barttelot with a pen- 
knife. 
H . declares the best of f.-eliDg pre- 


vailed iu thi> vil'agc till the Mnjm arrived, 
wb«n bajmrn-diately c»nsed troable by n- 
truvngant d'-manda and threats. 


Bonny confirms several other ptoiies and 


tells about the killing of a Znziban by 
Barttelot, who, after 
beating the min 


Irighttully wiih his staff, smashed his sku',1 
with U. 
Barttelot, he says, projected au 


•xpeditioo of his own to reach Caaali and 
not go to TJnyoro. 


Bonny confirms Stanley's account of the 


murder of B«tt»lot, except that Birltelot 
had not a cypress staff, bnt a revolver HI 
bis hand, and punched and kicked the wo- 
man. 
Bonny justifies the sentence of 


death ol the Soudanese soldier Burgin 
Mahommed, but says that Stanley is entirely 
correct to stating that Barttelot projected 
an expedition of his own by which it was 
planned to reach Ciisati and not to RO to 
TJnyoro. Bonny tbreateued that he would 
enlist the assistance uf t he Arnba to f rnslrati- 
thi» plan and therefore it was dropped. 
He never ihonfjhl that Stanley was dead 


With regard to Stanley's charge against 


him of 'act nl initiative. Bonny sayi that 
be is glad that Barttelot's blood is not ou 
his head, as it would have been had ha vio- 
lently resided and Iried to stop Biirttslot'e 
doings. Had be done so tbe whole camp so 
execrated tbe Major, that, in a moment, on 
tbe raising of Sonny's h»nd, Barttelot 
would have been torn limb from limb. 
Bonny admits that combined action n>i|>bt 
have succeeded, bat the relations of tbe 
offlet-rs wi-re too strained, and a single wiit 
ten (.rotest wou -have mude the protester n 
marked man and it waa no slight matter to 
incur Bxrttelot's dislike. 


Bonny declares that be has no doubt of 


the correctness of Jameson's story. J«me- 
•on showed bim tbe cannibalistic scene 
•ketch and described it in detail. The mx 
•ketches an- now in the possession of Jame- 
son's widow. They represent the tying np 
killing and atrvirg of a girl, tbe dintribo- 
tion of the flesh to the natives, f,be scram- 
bling for the pieces, tlie cooking and feist- 
ing. 
Bonny dechr^s -hat he told Bartte- 


lot's brother of Ibe whole proceeding*, 
and that h»d he poblmhed the complete 
diary they would ihrow much light on the 
affair. 


He savs, in conclusion, that he f»a only 


believe that Birte'.ot was insane. 
He 


wrote to tbia effect in 1888 to Sir Walter 
Bsrit'lot, relating his reasons for this be- 
lief, and he thought it a pity that the 
dead man's relatives fulled lo take this char- 
itable vi.w. 


He gives the name of tbe persons who 


informed bim of tbe Jameson incident. He 
also says that a clergyman in London 
had seen a negro's Lead and neck which 
J«me«on bad sent home to be staffed. 
Stanl-y nd(U that he could not have be- 
lieved the story himself had not Jameson 
app"ared to glory iti tbe fact that be was 
th- cmly white man who bad seen canni- 
balism. 


Tbe Times calls upon Baritelot and lire. 


Jameson to publish everything in their 
pa-session, in oifier that the whole dread- 
inl bosmes's mny b« p!e>rer1 no.
